The Prospect Of War 


If it were not for the tragic potentialities involved, the conflicting re-| 
ports on the kaleidoscopic Buropean situation and the daily prognostica-| 


tions of authorities, and others without authority, as to the eventual out- 


come of international misunderstandings and disputes, would be entertain-| 


ing and amusing. i 

Unfortunately so much is at stake for the whole world and the possible 
consequences of thé ever-shifting misunderstandings among the European 
nationals are so f with risk that one cannot afford, even at this dis- 
tance, to treat the s ct with levity, or even to contemplate conditions 
overseas with complacency. ‘ = 

Both visitors to this continent from European countries and Canadians 
and Americans who have returned home from a visit on the other side of 
the Atlantic, appear to be quite ready to voice freely their opinions on the 
causes and trends of international difficulties and even to predict the out- 
come. Many go even further and venture to assert with confidence the 
approximate time when these quarrels are to culminate in open conflict and 
general conflagration. 

The opinions which these people convey might at least be informative 
and their prophecies might have some value, if it were not for the fact that 
no two of them agree, and readers and listeners who are sufficiently inter- 
ested to absorb everything that is printed or spoken on the subject, must 
be ‘befuddled in their efforts to straighten out the tangles of conflicting im- 
pressions left on their minds, ; 

With or without data to support their theories, these prophets an- 
nounce that there will be no general European war, that there will be a 
war some time, that there will be a war within six months, that there is 
no possibility of an outbreak within the next year but that it is inevitable 
within the next eighteen months. Some of these prophecies are couched in 
commanding and authoritative terms with a degree of positiveness that 
brooks no hedging. Others are conditioned by “ifs”, “unless”, “perhapses” 
and “most probablys.” " 

Further than that, many of those who are sponsoring an outbreak 
the comparatively near future are quite ready to, and do; announce what 
the liné-up will be, and why, and who is going to start the trouble that 
everyone shudders to contemplate, Here again there is so much conflict of 
opinion that even if the student is prepared to accept the dictum that there 
will be a war, he is nonplussed when it comes to an effort to diagnose the 
cause, or to group the opposing nations. 

That there is a conflict of opinion on this absorbing topic. is not sur- 


"of flux, and that national viewpointe are changing with such y that 
it is not only difficult to follow them at long range, but this ulty is 
accentuated by the almost impossibility of sifting out facts from propaganda. 


However, from this welter of conflicting fe gro and mass of 
information a few truths have emerged. One these is that most 
side 


talk about a European war is being freely ventilated on this 

Atlantic while very little is being said or published on the subject 
countries themselves. ; 

, It cannot be gainsaid, however, that if the peoples of Bui 

war they are at least 


picious of the actions of the others and each mistrusts the others’ motives. 

There is also reason to believe that the rank and file of the common 
people of most, if not all, the countries acroas the ocean are not anxious 
for war, bat, on the.contrary do not want it and would be prepared to go 
a long way to avoid it, Hence, we have the incongruous spectacle of peo- 
ples who would like to devote their energies to commercial progress and 
who dislike war bending their efforts to perfection of costly and effici- 
ent machinery of destruction, because of fear. 

Until this attitude of distrust, suspicion and fear can be dissipated 
there can be little hope of the Buropean situation improving and this is a 
task which might well be undertaken by a remodelled and rejuvenated 
League of Nations. 

Tt is not unreasonable to suppose that a League of Nations with modi- 


fied covenants whose chief function would be to bring the nations closer | 


ether in frank mutual discussions of their problems around a table 
bt achieve more than a League bulwarked. by convenants which recent 
history has shown cannot be enforced.

Radio In Car Likely To Prevent Doz- 
ing At Wheel 

A consumers’ research service 
which offers paid subscribers a 
periodical guide to buying, refuses to 
make a comparative test of automo- 
bile -radios. It advises against in- 
stalling any radio in any car as it 
considers it a dangerous distraction 
on the road. 

There are available no figures 
showing how many wrecked cars 
contain radio or to what extent rddio 
contributed to their condition or to 
inattentive driving generally; but the 
experience of car owners whom one 
knows seems to. point the other way. 
Radio installations, where they. affect 
driving at all, appear to work against 
other factors which figure in unsafe 
driving. 

Speeding is a factor in point. 
Above certain speeds, varying with 
ears, reception is interfered with by 
the roar of the motor and wind- 
stream and by tire static. A driver 
listening to radio is not hitting 75
